Normal absences are 5 per 
cent of the 150,000 enrollment, 
an official said. 
“The results show tremendous 
support for integrated schools 
and a total rejection of the 
school board’s failure to act on 
the issues,” said Anthony Per­ 
ot, a coordinator for the United 
Freedom Movement, a federa­ 
tion of civil rights groups. 
Samplings of half of 71 Ne­ 
gro schools made by civil rights 
leaders revealed that 1,474 of 
1,500 at John Hay High School 
were missing from class; 1,476 
of 1,544 at 
Rawlings Junior 
High; 796 of 850 at Hazeldell 
grade school: 1,954 of 2,000 at 
Glenville High and 836 of 954 at 
Gracemont grade school. 
All the schools sampled are 
on the East Side and in pre­ 
dominantly N e g r o neighbor­ 
hoods. Civil rights leaders aim­ 
ed their boycott appeal mainly 
at Negro pupils. 
As the one-day boycott began, 
85 “freedom schools” set up in 
churches on the East Side went 
into

On the other hand, he 
said, the United States while 
resolutely opposing a Commu­ 
nist - dominated 
world, 
“ has 
nothing to fear from peaceful 
competition.” 
“ Today,” Johnson said, “ there 
are new pressures, new reali­ 
ses, which make it permissable 
to hope that the pursuit of peace 
is in the interest of the Soviet 
Union as it is in ours.” 
“ And 
our 
own 
restraint,” 
Johnson said, 
“ may be con­ 
vincing the Soviet leaders of the 
reality that we seek neither war 
nor the destruction of the Soviet 
Union. 
“ Thus I am hopeful that we 
can take important steps to­ 
ward the day when in the words 
of the Book of Micah, 'Nations 
shall not lift up sword against 
nation, neither shall they learn 
war anymore.” 
Johnson said that peace will

Ohio State University rural so­ 
ciologist 
has 
concluded 
that 
more than one of every three 
Ohio farm families can be clas­ 
sified as poor on the basis of 
annual cash income. 
D r. John B. Mitchell, the ex­ 
tension specialist, said families 
with incomes of less than $3,- 
000 a year “ are considered to 
be living in poverty under de­ 
finitions set by the economic re ­ 
port of the President recently 
submitted to Congress.” 
A sixth of all families in Ohio, 
he said, fall into this category, 
as compared with a fifth of all 
families in the United States. 
M'tchell explained in a report 
prepared for the Ohio Farm and 
Home News that, of Ohio’s 2.5 
million families in 1959, nearly 
16 per cent reported incomes of 
under $3,000 in the 1960 U.S. cen­ 
sus.

Jap Ex-Flier Thanks Yanks 


For Saying Life in 1942 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Ta- 
maki Amano of Japan, now a 
grocer, has sent his thanks to 
the 
U.S. 
destroyer 
Mugford 
whose crew plucked him and 
another Japanese flier out of 
the ocean more than 20 years 
ago. 
The Mugford no longer is a 
commissioned ship. Her captain 
at the time of the rescue, E. W. 
Young, later a rear adm iral, 
died in 1957. 
The senior surviving officer of 
the Mugford is Capt. A. 
F. 
Johnson 
of 
Alexandria, 
Va., 
then a lieutenant and the ship’s 
gunnery 
officer. 
By 
letter, 
Amano and Johnson have cor­ 
responded. 
It began in the fierce sea-air- 
land battle of Guadalcanal in 
the Solomons. 
On the morning of Aug. 8, 
1942, Amano was an observ­ 
er aboard one of 27 planes 
launched 
from 
the 
Japanese 
base in New Britain. He says 
there were many American de­ 
stroyers am assed off Guadal­ 
canal and that of the 27 planes 
in his mission only two returned 
to base. 
When 
his 
plane 
was 
shot 
down, five of the seven aboard 
were killed 
immediately, 
but 
Amano and 
another osberver 
survived. His face badly burned 
and his left arm mauled by a 
shark, Amano lost conscious­ 
ness as he floated in the sea. 
The next thing he recalled was 
being aboard the Mugford with 
his companion. 
Last month, Amano mailed a 
letter from his home—Aieima- 
chi, 
Matsuyama 
City, 
Khine 
Ken, Shikoku—to Johnson say­ 
ing that he had “ longed to be 


able to tell you of my deep 
gratitude.” He noted that the 
1964 Olympic Games are to be 
held in Japan and asked John­ 
son if he couldn’t attend the 
games and visit him so that he 
could thank Johnson and “ ask 
you what prompted you to res­ 
cue me—your enemy.” 
Johnson, 
writing 
Amano, 
said: “ You will think it all the 
more amazing when I tell you 
that the ship had been struck by 
a bomb in a dive-bombing at­ 
tack the day before and our 
crew had suffered eight dead 
and 17 wounded. 
“Actually, we were looking 
for American aviators reported 
to be shot down; instead we 
found you. But our captain was 
full of human kindness, and he 
could not leave two helpless 
men struggling in the water, 
whether they were friends or 
foes. You might be interested to 
know that the next night, after 
you had been transferred to a 
hospital ship, we rescued over 
400 officers and men from two 
of our cruisers which had been 
sunk in battle with Japanese 
ships. 
“ It is good that the passage 
of time permits us to look back 
on those dangerous days with a 
calm and objective outlook.”

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Aiding Crime Victims 


Has society’s obligation to the victim 
of a crime been met with the arrest 
and conviction of the offender? T h i s 
question is being heard more and more 
in Britain, as Parliament considers a 
program to compensate victims of cri­ 
minal violence. 
New Zealand is the only country in 
the world to have a system of compen­ 
sation in effect for persons who have 
suffered 
physical 
harm 
during the 
course of a crime. But with all major 
British political parties in favor of the 
idea, an experimental plan is expected 
to be adopted in that country within 
the next few months. 
Behind the theory of compensatory 
damages from public funds is an em­ 
barrassment that modern society is do­ 
ing more for the criminal than for his 
victim. Rehabilitation for the convict­ 
ed criminal is a widely accepted con­ 
cept of crime prevention in theory, if 
not always in practice. 
A number of sociologists insist upon 
blaming society, rather than the few 
lawbreaking members of it, for at- 
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tacks against law and order. T h e s e 
individuals are particularly 
vocal in 
presenting the argument that victims 
of crime who are left physically impair­ 
ed are due more from a society which 
did not sufficiently protect them than 
the satisfaction of seeing the offender 
caught and punished. 
Just how much the new welfare legis­ 
lation will cost British taxpayers ad­ 
mittedly worries the Conservative P ar­ 
ty leadership. New Zealand provides 
the only historical study of the concept, 
and the dissimilarity in populations 
and crime rates between that country 
and Britain makes any comparisons 
futile. 
Certainly the British experience will 
be an interesting experiment, if noth­ 
ing more. Not only will the eventual 
cost be an important factor in the suc­ 
cess or failure of the plan, but the ef­ 
fect it will have on the incidence of 
crime and public apathy toward vio­ 
lence will be a more important yard­ 
stick to watch. 


Glamorous Vacations 


The time is approaching when near­ 
ly half of today’s young, unmarried 
“career girls” will embark on glamor­ 
ous vacations for two weeks, after hav­ 
ing skimped on nearly everything they 
purchased during the preceeding 
50 
weeks of the year to accumulate the ne­ 
cessary money. 
Forty - eight per cent of today's ca­ 
reer girls follow this pattern, accord­ 
ing to a survey of thrift habits by 
a 
banking firm. 
The girls carry lunches, forgo fre­ 
quent 
m o v i e s and spend evenings 
watching television, reading or sewing. 
They wangle a ride to and from work 
whenever they can. And their dimes 
and dollars accumulate until they rank 
next to the Christmas clubs in season­ 
al savings. 
But there comes a time in summer 
or winter — the girls shun spring and 


fall vacations — when the scene chang­ 
es. They leave their workaday routine 
for a world of glamor in some glitter­ 
ing vacation spot. Many hope to find 
wealthy young husbands. 
Most of the girls, the survey shows, 
stay at one of the best hotels, or, if it’s 
a lake or ocean cruise, travel first 
class. These gals, who have hoarded 
pennies for 50 weeks, spend from $500 
to $1,000 during their two weeks’ va­ 
cation. 
Is it worth it? It must be from the 
woman’s standpoint, because many of 
them do it several years in a row. 
The young working girl who sacrific­ 
es for 50 weeks and splurges for two 
does not build a habit of careless spend­ 
ing. Instead, the survey shows, her sav­ 
ings plan is easily transformed into an 
instinct for thrift and self-denial aim­ 
ed at more serious goals later in life.

Deafness in the elderly pre­ 
sents special problems, compli­ 
cated by psychological factors. I 
Elderly persons who need them 
should be encouraged to wear 
hearing aids so that they can 
take an active place in family 
and community life. 
T h e inability to h e a r fre­ 
quently m a k e s the older per­ 
son w i t h d r a w from social 
groups. A hearing aid can give 
sufficient “bo o s t” to o p e n 
again the horizons of sound to 
an unnecessarily limited world. 
Recently, surveys have shown 
that industrial noises have pro­ 
duced damaging effects on the 
human ear. Constant exposure 
over long periods of time to 
noise of high intensity in facto­ 
ries can be destructive to the 
delicate hearing mechanism 
Noise 
sufficient to produce 
deafness 
can 
be 
reduced to 
harmless levels in industry if 
proper precautions are taken. 
There are now available me­ 
thods by which the intensity of 
sound and the time of exposure 
can be measured. This is called 
‘‘noise - exposure - index.” 
Employers a n d 
employees 
should combine their efforts so 
as to minimize this bombard 
ment by noise and protect t h e 
hearing from permanent loss.

Salton Sea Still Rising Mysteriously 


EL CENTRO, Calif. (A P)— 
Damage estimated at millions 
of dollars has been caused by 
mysteriously rising water in the 
land-locked Salton Sea. 
Homes, resorts, military in­ 
stallations, thousands of acres 
of farmland—even such Califor­ 
nia oddities as dry-ice caves 
and steam pots almost side by 
side—have been inundated by 
the 
slowly 
rising 
salt water 
lake. 
Thirty-six m iles long and up 
to 16 miles wide, the Salton Sea 
is 
breathtaking 
when 
viewed 
for the first time. Rimmed by 
rugged 
mountains, 
reflecting 
the bright blue of the desert 
sky, the sea seem s out of place 
in 
its 
vast 
cactus - littered 
valley. 
Long famed for fishing, hunt­ 
ing and boating, the sea in re­ 


cent years has 
spurred pro­ 
moters to attempt several real 
estate booms. 
None 
has been more 
than 
m oderately successful. Subdivi­ 
sions have been laid out around 
expensive yacht clubs and thou­ 
sands of lots sold for city prices 
but few homes have been built, 
largely because of the shortage 
of fresh water and the distance 
to 
major 
population 
centers. 
Los Angeles is a good three 
hours’ drive to the west. 
In the last three years anoth­ 
er spectre has risen to haunt 
promoters—an increase in the 
rate of rise of the water level. 
When the sea was formed in 
19% by Colorado River water 
pouring through a break in the 
All-American 
Irrigation 
Canal 
into the long-dry bed of an an­ 
cient ocean, 
its 
surface 
was 


about 250 feet below sea level. 
Now the surface is only 234 
feet below sea level. In the past 
three years it has risen two feet 
and the rise now is measured 
at a quarter inch a week. 
Where is the water coming 
from? Not the heavens because 
rainfall last year measured only 
four inches. 
The New and Alamo rivers 
which pour into it from 
the 
south 
carry 
mostly 
sewage 
water from Mexicali, a city of 
240,000 on the Mexican border. 
The actual amount of water 
from this source is not deter­ 
mined but it is doubtful it com­ 
pensates 
for 
the 
evaporation 
loss of more than 72 inches a 
year. 
Probably a principal source— 
although no one wants to admit 
it—is 
excess 
irrigation 
water 


from vast Imperial Valley vege­ 
table and cotton fields. Califor­ 
nia has been fighting with Ari­ 
zona for years for the lion’s 
share of Colorado River water 
and any hint that California is 
getting 
more 
than 
it 
needs 
would be ammunition for Ari­ 
zona’s legal guns. 
Whatever the source, the Sal­ 
ton Ser is rising, slowly lapping 
at structures on its shoreline.
